A_ proof that 
Home Safety Education is paying 
dividends. : 


A YOUNG doctor-father> described 
his three-month-old first born son 
to me: “He’s one of those babies 
who’d rather look around than 
sleep even when he’s sleepy. I only 
half-believed the mothers who com- 
plained to me about their babies 
doing this—but now I understand 
what they were up against.” 


DEPENDABLE baby sitters scarce in 
your neighborhood? Why don’t you 
consult with your Local Girl Scout 
Troop Leader about setting up a 
training course? Example: ‘The 
Baby Sitting Course sponsored by 
the Lebanon Girl Scout Council in 
Lebanon, Indiana, hoped for 25 to 
30 girls but averaged over 70 for 
the first three meetings. The 
6-week course is open to sixth-grade 
girls and older, and each girl com- 


pleting the course will be given a 
certificate to fit into her billfold. 
Nearly 75 girls have enrolled in 
Boone County’s first baby-sitting 
class.

HERE’'S HOW & 


AVOID TYPIGAL SUMMER 
TROUBLES WITH BABY 


A simple guide to baby’s comfort and safety during 


July and August—indoors, outdoors—at home, on vacation 


1, Baby’s sleep will be sounder if you 
make use of this deep south custom: Keep 
the shades drawn against the sun and 
the windows shut against the hot outside 
air ‘til evening. If possible, plan naps 
in a shady spot out-of-doors—with the car 
riage hood down. And remember, some- 
times it is too hot to sleep and a restless 
baby fusses less if near you. 


2. Baby’s skin is worthy of some very 
special summer care. Babies and little 
children perspire very freely and so fre- 
quent sponge-offs are in order. ‘They re- 
fresh and help prevent prickly heat. 
Powder generously too. And give play 
baths: baby in a dishpan, a plastic pool 
or the big tub. Of course, stand by on 
guard! 


3. Fewer bites for baby (mosquito 
bites or even worse the buzzing beach-fly 
bites). If you use netting over crib or 
carriage—ask the doctor about an insect 
repellent and a lotion or antiseptic to 
soothe the itch and smart. 


4, Baby in the sun is a good health 
measure if sunburn doesn’t spoil it. Pro- 
tect skin with oil or lotion, Limit first 
sunbaths. to 5 minutes—more time later 


after skin tans. Provide: cover-up clothes 
and light cotton hats for very fair toddlers 
to put on after their skin gets ruddy from 
sunny play. Severe sunburn at any age is 
dangerous. 


5. Baby’s feed needs refrigeration pro- 
tection more than ever in the summer. 
Cool the formula but quick. Don’t give 
leftovers more than one day old. Check 
source of water and milk while away from 
home. And on trips don’t overestimate 
the powers of your insulated bag or 
vacuum jug. 


6. Baby’s elothes can be reduced to 
the minimum of a diaper. If such casual 


dress doesn’t appeal, turn to sunsuits and 


sun dresses. Diaper covers are cooler 
than‘rubber pants. And be prompter than 
ever about changing wet or soiled diapers. 
Baby’s doctor will advise: Putting off 
“shots” or a tonsillectomy ’til fall. He’ll 
remind you too of Polio precautions (see 
p- 37). He’ll warn you about beach haz- 
ards for the young and very young—and 
tell you what to have in your first aid kit 
for cuts, scrapes, etc. And don’t forget 
one good soap and water bath a day after 
beach play or swimming.

A period of happy activity 


FTER baby passes the half-year mark the temp- 
hs to compare small son or daughter with 
other babies increases. And somehow—just why it’s 
hard to know—it may seem increasingly important—

a tooth sooner or later than a cousin-baby does—or 
creeps a tentative foot or two while a baby several 
months older is still not under his own power.

mind the other baby’s mother that the word normal 
describes the baby who is a little ahead, the baby 
who. is a little behind as well as the baby who is 
100% “average,” if there is such a baby. Indeed it’s 
just to underline this wholesome, happy, reassuring 
fact that we will from now on give you photos of a 
different baby each month. Compare to your heart's 
content—but remember each healthy baby grows at 
his or her own healthy pace. Normal differences show 
in many ways between 6 months and a year. 


Curiosity grows keener week by 
week. And with hands growing nimbler 
too, satisfying it is easier. The thumb and 
finger grip is quite efficient now—eyes are 
keen, aim good. Seven monthers chirp, 
laugh, “talk” in noisy cheerfulness—fuss 
crossly when tired or uncomfortable.

GOLDEN RULES FOR 


— BOTTLE 


Please—no apologies and no guilty feelings because 
your baby is not breast fed. What I call personalized 
bottle feeding will be just as good (or within the merest 
fraction of as good) . 


#1. Make the formula carefully and accurately. But no 
need to get stage fright about it. A formula is merely 
a recipe for a food that will provide your baby with 
almost all (if not all) the elements of breast milk. 


#2. Hold your baby for feeding. This is the simple, 
direct way to give bottle feeding the warm, safe, close-to- 
mother quality that is built into breast feeding and is 
its main superiority. This does not mean that it’s a sin 
to prop a bottle once in a while or to let someone else 
feed the baby sometimes. But mother-fed is well fed. 


#3. Allow baby plenty of time over the bottle. 20 to 30 
minutes is about average on a firm, springy nipple with 
an opening just big enough to let the milk flow freely 
when baby sucks vigorously. (Test: one drop at a 
time falls from up-ended bottle.) Breast-fed babies 
often go on sucking after they are full. And a bottle-fed 
baby can well be allowed the same enjoyment—on a 


FEEDING — 


pacifier for a few minutes before sleep comes—this 
until three months of age when the baby can substitute 
his thumb at will. This extra sucking will save the 
baby a considerable part of the after-meal fussing which 
is often confused with gas and/or colic. The bottle-fed 
baby has no corner on colic. Breast-fed babies have it, 
too. The cause of true colic is still somewhat of a mys: 
tery but few of us believe it to be the food. 


#4. Gauge the right amount of milk per feeding by 
your baby’s appetite. It will vary quite widely. Satisfac- 
tion requires more, sometimes less than what you put 
in one bottle. Make enough formula to yield an extra 
ready-to-feed bottle or two. Better to waste a little milk 
in a day than have the fuss of preparing an emergency 
supply for an extra hungry baby. 


#5. Change from bottle to cup only when baby is ready 
for the switch. Weaning is happiest when done grad- 
ually. Willingness to cup-drink water and juice comes 
long before willingness to take much if any milk that 
way. The need to suck dwindles toward the end of the 
year and that is time enough to start.

_ FROWN uses more muscles 
ihan a smile. But often, a 
frown comes more easily to our 
faces than a smile. 
We may not even know we’re 
frowning, but children know. 
I didn’t realize I had a habit 
of frowning until my young son 
told me so. “Mommy,” he said 
one night as I tucked him into 
bed, “why do you jmake mean 
things?” a 
Startled and mystified I asked, 
“What mean things, sweetheart?” 
“When you're mad at me, you 
make mean things,” he replied. 
Then, seeing I still did not un- 
derstand, he pulled my head 
closer to his and put his hands 


_on my forehead. Smoothing out . 


my frown wrinkles, he explained 
in strange, wonderful words, 
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“Now, you look new.” Pushing 
his hands together so the frown 
lines came back, he said, “Now, 
you look old.” 

I stared at my boy. It had 
been a trying day, crowded with 
work and interruptions and 
scoldings. I wondered how many 
“mean things” I had made that 
day; how many times J had 
looked old. 

“T’ll try not to make any ‘mean 
things’ tomorrow—I’1l try to look 
new!” I said, giving him an ex- 
tra kiss and an extra-big hug. 
He soon fell asleep. 

Sleep wasn’t so easy for me 
that night. I couldn’t get “mean 


things” out of my mind. I kept

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Annoying baby behavior explained — 





Hungry all the time: A new baby's stomach holds 
only a few ounces—and he may not nurse strong 
enough or long enough to fill it. Also a mother 
may wrongly interpret a cry, a hunger cry. 


We suggest: allow your baby ample time to get all 
he wants. Assume that after.a feeding. he won't be 
hungry for at least two hours and probably nearer three 
hours. If baby sleeps only for a few minutes and then 
wants more consider it a 2nd course of one feeding. 


Everything into the mouth: The mouth is “ba- 
by’s first great teacher.” With it he gets his first. taste 
of life: comforting food. Later “mouthing’’ teaches 
shape and texture. When teething, gnawing and 
chewing help soothe gums. 


You'll feel safer: if you clear baby’s territory of all 
easy-to-swallow objects. His untested judgment cant 
tell the difference between a nipple and a button—his 
thumb or a hatpin! Pliable, washable toys, small enough 
to suck and chew (too large to swallow) will help to 
keep baby “mouth happy.” 7

Fretful period every day: That daily cranky spell 
doctors usually blame on fatigue or slight indiges- 
tion. _ This seems reasonable as _ these crosspatch 
periods tend to come after meals or at day’s end. 


It may help: (to cuddle—rock—sing a lullaby. (Be 
sure the trouble’s not an unburped bubble.) If your 
efforts don’t quiet baby, best to grin and bear it. Know 
that though baby’s unhappy, no lasting harm’s being 
done. He'll soon outgrow these protracted fussy spells.

Spits up aiter feedings: Spilling after meals may 
come from an immature digestive system. The force 
of a burp may bring up milk. Overflowing may come 
when baby’s full or gets bounced too much, 


Less bother: put a diaper over your shoulder when 
you burp baby—a diaper under his head to protect the, 
crib sheet. Baby’s food may “settle” better if you hold 
him quietly for a while after feeding. And remember:, 
Extra ounces you force down are very apt to back up!

So many wet diapers: The 90 or so diapers a week 
are needed because the bladder is small and when 
full empties automatically. In the first year, nervous 


system has not yet gained control over elimination.. 


Take a tip: use diaper service to save work! Waterproof} 
pants and pads save extra washing of sheets and clothing.j 
Frequent diaper changes protect baby’s skin, but no 
need to disturb his sleep to put on dry pants. After the 
fourth month, there'll be fewer (but wetter) diapers.

Bed-time rumpus: Fussy bed-time for a sleepy baby 
is usually due to gastric pain, being lonesome, being 
- over-tired, being excited which makes it hard to 
relax. Sometimes it’s just a bid for attention. 


A good idea: help baby date the Sandman with a 
relaxing lullaby, gentle rocking or cuddling. Rushing 
babies to bed makes it harder for them to. sleep. But if 
the rumpus persists, the best thing may be to shut the 
door (and your-ears!) till sleep takes over—it will! 


Gets the hiceoughs: Very common after meals in 
the early months. Cause: a spasm of the diaphragm 
muscle. As the baby’s nervous system develops these 
bouts with hiccoughs come less frequently. 


First aids: hold baby up. over your’ shoulder and 
gently stroke his back. Or put him on his tummy for 
awhile. A sip of water may cure between-meal _hic- 
coughs. If these tricks fail, remind yourself that though 
the sound bothers you, hiccoughs won't hurt baby.

Shy of strangers: By 5 months a baby can dis- 
tinguish between familiar faces and new ones. That’s 
why strangers frighten him. Again at one year, af- 
fection for mother may make him wary of newcomers. 


Avoid embarrassment: warn seldom-seen visitors 
about baby’s shy stage so they'll keep their distance. Till 
he outgrows this natural phase, don’t leave him alone 
with new people. Forcing him to be “friendly” prolongs: 
the fear. Give him ample time to make friends his way.

HE development of Salk 

vaccine brings closer the 
winning of the fight against 
polio. It is hoped that this vac- 
cine, unlike Gamma Globulin, 
will promise long-lasting protec- 
tion against paralysis. 

The polio vaccine is capable 
of stimulating the body to pro- 
duce its own polio-fighting anti- 
bodies. GG, on the other hand, is 
a short-term loan of someone 
else’s defensive antibodies. It 
gives temporary protection. 

The new vaccine is in wide- 
spread test use but it will not be 


available for general use this 


year. And, though three times as 
much GG is available, it, too, is 


still most precious and distribu- 


tion must be limited. 

We must expect polio cases 
again this year. And to protect 
your children against it, remem- 
ber to take precautions. Here is 
what you can do if polio comes 
to your community: 

1. Keep children away‘ from 
crowds. 

2. Avoid fatigue and chilling. 
This means adults, too. 

3. Follow your doctor’s advice 

about mouth and throat opera- 
tions. ' 
4. Teach your children to 
wash their hands carefully before 
eating and after toileting. Be 
sure they use their own towels 
and tableware. 

5. Watch for: headaches, fever, 
sore throats, upset stomachs, 
stiff necks and-backs. Advise your 
doctor if any of these symptoms 
appear. | 

6. Remember—at least half of 
all polio patients get well with- 
out any crippling. 

7. Get in touch with your lo- 
cal Chapter of the National
